successful defense of Paris were 
virtually nullified when the best 
troops and equipment he had in 
western Europe were caught in 
the Normandy tornado, and G en­ 
eral Patton’s rampaging armored 
i el tiffins clenched the position by 
capturing 
the 
strategic 
railw ay 
and highway centers 
of 
Dreux, 
Chartres and Orleans, thus in ef­ 
fect putting 
the 
capital 
under 
liege. 
So it shouldn’t be long before 
smiles return to our fascinating 
Paris, for this great city which is 
so brave in adversity is by tem­ 
perament more given to laughter 
than to tears The French capital 
has been through a terrible or­ 
deal, and is suffering great priva­ 
tions— even hunger 
but that’s an 
old. old story for this ancient town 
and she w ill recover quickly as is 
her nature. 
Berlin’s blunt forecast of large- 
scale withdrawals in France isn't 
at all surprising in view of the 
catastrophe which Hitler has suf­ 
fered. ( ’lose to half his effective 
fighting force in western Europe 
nas been rendered hors de corn­ 
ual. leaving him with only a frac- 
lon of the strength he needs. 
There’s nothing 
left 
for 
tile 
Nazi dictator to do but to pull out 
at large sections of France, and 
is own newspaper, Voelkischer 
Beobachter, says that’s what he's 
poing to do. He’d have been bet­ 
ter off if he had done it sooner. 
The Fuehrer’s paper also says 
the Allies are making the most of 
their “ present superiority in men 
and material,” in an effort to end 
the war by autumn. That certainly 
i> a true bill. W e are going to 
knock the Hitlerites out if 
it’s 
humanly possible so we can have 
a m erry Christmas. 
W ell now, about that impending 
Nazi 
retreat: As previously ex­ 
plained in this column. I believe 
Hitler w ill fall 
back 
northward 
towards the Belgian gateway into 
Germany. 
This withdrawal 
w ill 
be a bloody business for him at 
best, for the great Allied air Heels 
w ill turn the highways into sham­ 
bles. In order lo safeguard such a 
retreat he ought to be holding the 
v hole line of the Seine, Paris and 
the Marne 
right across northern 
France from the English Channel. 
But he hasn’t the men to hold 
that lengthy line Where then w ill 
he make a stand? 
It strikes mc that he must cling 
to a very considerable stretch of 
the Seine, from the channel to­ 
wards Paris. Ii he attempts to do 
this he must hold 
the 
city 
of 
Rouen, on the* northern bank of 
the 11\cr* near its mouth, as a vital 
part of his coastal anchor. Word 
from Allied headquarters that the 
Hitlerites south of the Seine are 
retreating in lice general direc­ 
tion of Rouen would seem to indi- ; 
ate that H itler does indeed in ­ 
tend to make some sort of a stand 
on the ricer. 
If s a safe bet that H itler w ill 
hang onto this line as long as 
possible, in order to protect the 


coast and tho Pas De Calais area 
from which he is launching his 
bombs on England. It should also 
Vie noted that 
he s 
threatening 
more 
secret 
weapons, 
and 
it 
would be 
foolish 
to 
treat 
his 
threats lightly. He may need that 
same Pas De Calais area for his 
fresh deviltry. 
However that may be. as thee

acting head of the department of

husbandry,

Illinois College of Agriculture. 
Yapp asserted 
that 
dairymen 
have not realized that the nation 
has in its barn lots and pastures 
all the potential dairy cows it can 
-pcwsibly use to advantage for the 
production of milk in tile next 
three years. These extra COWS, he 
added, may be a major handicap 
to adjustment after the war. 
Contrary 
to 
popular 
opinion, 
Yapp declared, failure to increase 
milk 
production 
fast enough 
to 
meet wartim e needs was not the 
result of a shortage of dairy cattle 
or the slaughter of usable dairy 
cows. He attributed tho shortage 
of milk and dairy products to the 
inability of dairymen 
to 
make 
full use of the cows available, 
“ From our study of the history 
of wars and export and consump­ 
tion of dairy products after wars,’’ 
Yapp said, “ it is better for dairy­ 
men not to be too optimistic re­ 
garding the unlimited demand for 
dairy products after this war. 
“ Then, too. it is well to remem­ 
ber that better feeding and tim 
availability of more 
labor 
w ill 
make fewer rows yield more." 
Choile steers were 25 to 50 cents 
higher this week with all others 
up 50 and sometimes 75 cents.

Magi not and Seigfried Lines. This means 
that 
Paris may lie in 
our h an d s soon er 
than seemed possible during the weeks 
of 
bitter effort to break out of the n a rro w con­ 
fines of the Normandy Peninsula. It means, 
too. that the suffering people of the London 
area may not have to wait too long before 
Hitler is deprived of a good deal of the area 
now used for launching his flying bombs. 
In the larger, strategical 
sense, coupled 
with the picture of the crumbling 
Axis 
satellites and with the great feats of the Red 
Army in the East, the war of movement 
now underway in the west promises to dash 
the last hopes of the Nazis by 
impressing 
upon the German people that Goebbels was 
speaking empty words when he told them 
recently that in the weeks ahead the Wehr- 
macht would stabilize all fronts, that new 
secret weapons would be brought into play 
and that the general situation would turn 
to Germany's advantage. 
If all goes well for us. however, our A l­ 
lied forces in France may be at the borders 
of the Reich before the summer is over, to­ 
gether with the Russians, who are already 
touching East Prussia. It will be interesting 
then to see whether the Gestapo will 
be 
enough to induce the German Army 
and 
home front to keep on fighting. 
Militarily 
tmd politically, our advancing Allied forces 
—east, west and south—seem to be fast 
demonstrating that Hitler's war

now lost and that the people of Germany, 
in continuing to wage it, are wasting thvir 
blood and treasure on one of history’a worst 
and blackest futilities.

Indigestion in Healthy People 
For instance, 
why do 
some 
foods disagree with healthy peo­ 
ple? I am not talking about sen­ 
sitiveness, or allergy now—I said 
healthy people. 
Twenty-four healthy young col- j 
lege students said onions gave ; 
them abdominal discomfort. Some 
investigator* decided to investi- j 
gate this. So they fed to all ' 
twenty-four students onions pre- j 
pared five different ways, accom­ 
panied by potatoes, bread, butter, 1 
fruit and a beverage. The onions 
were offered —t i) raw, sliced; (2 ) 
raw, sliced and soaked in vine­ 
gar; (3) cocked an hour and a 
half in an open kettle; «41 cooked 
an hour and a half in a closed 
kettle: and (5) cooked until ten­ 
der, thirty minutes, in an open 
kettle. 
Then the subjects reported on 
questionnaires as to how they were 
affected: 
They all had some symptom* no 
matter how the onions were pre­ 
pared. The women had mostly 
abdominal discomfort with regur­ 
gitation of food into the back of 
the throat. The men had gas, 
belching, “ indigestion,” and pro­ 
longed after taste. The symptoms 
lasted from a few minutes to a few 
hours, and some until the next 
day. 
They all had symptoms when 
the onions were eaten raw. The 
lea/ number of uncomfortable 
symptoms 
occurred 
when 
the 
onions were cooked thirty minute*, 
until tender, in an open kettle. 
Only about a fifth of the subjects 
had any symptom* worth mention­ 


ing by this method of prepara­ 
tions. After the raw onions, the 
next most complained about were 
the onions cooked in a closed ket­ 
tle one and a half hours. 


Other Indigestible Food* 


The same thing wa* found sub­ 
stantially in similar observations 
with cabbage and cauliflower. The 
digestive disturbances were at a 
minimum when cooked until ten­ 
der, about thirty minutes, in an 
open kettle and most marked when 
cooked in a closed kettle for an 
hour and a half. 
The explanation of these find­ 
ings is probably, first, that all 
these vegetable* have a good deal 
of fiber and if eaten raw they 
would disturb a finicky digestive 
musculature. Besides,they all con­ 
tain sulphur, and prolonged cook­ 
ing in covered kettles seem* to de­ 
compose these sulphur compounds 
and also favor the retention of 
volatile vegetable acids which fa­ 
vor stomach and intestinal upsets. 
Among other notions that are 
widely held is the idea that chil­ 
dren should not eat fried foods. 
Dr. Frank Howard Richardson, of 
Brooklyn, however, sets himself 
out to disprove this and has done 
so to his complete satisfaction. 
Professors Boggers and Ivy state 
that fried foods are more diges­ 
tible than others and have proved 
it by experiments on potatoes. 
They state— “ The starch of the 
pan fried i« more easily digested 
i than that of the French fried: and 
: the French fried more easily' di- 
; g* sled than that of the boiled po- 
| tato.”
